This will make a shortage in the 
number to be sent by Atlanta today. 
Forty per cent of Atlanta’s quota of 
882 men is $52 men. Division No. 2 
has 25 available white men and divi- 
sion No. 2 23 available white men who 
would have been sent if orders had been 
received by these two boards. No. 2

Washington, September 21.—The 
Ameritan government's publicity spot- 
light revealing German intrigue in 
neutral lands turned today upon the 
expenditure of money by the Berlin 
foreign office in an effort to influence 
congress on the eve of the ruthless 
submarine campaign which drove the 
United States to war. 

Secretary Lansing made public with- 
out comment the text of a message sent 
by Count von Bernstorff to Berlin last 
January asking authority to use $50,- 
600 to influence congress through an 
organization which the foreign office 
was reminded had performed 
service before. To supplement 
move, Von Bernstorff suggested an 
official declaration in favor of Ireland 
for its effect here. 

The organization to be employed was 
not named in the message, and Mr.

Move Against Senator for 
Anti-War Speech Before 
th Non-Partisan League. 


St. Paul, Minn., September 21.—Gov- 
ernor Burnquist announced tonight 
that if an official investigation of the 
alleged disloyal statements made by 
Senator La Follette at the closing ses- 
sion of the non-partisan league high 
cost of living conference here last night 
reveals that his remarks were seditious, 


the Minnesota public safety commis- 
sion, of which the governor is chairman, 
will ask for the senator's arrest. 

The senator in his address told a 
large audience that he was opposed to 
war, that he thought Germany had been 
rather rough with the “technical” rights 
of American citizens, but that he did not 
think the exercise :of these technical 
rights in traveling on belligerent mer- 
chantmen laden with munitions was 
worth going to war about. 

[The delegates to the conference, 
mainly farmers, frequently interrupted 
his speech with applause. There were 
a few in the gathering, however, who 
did not approve all the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the speake:. When the sen- 
ator in making his declaration that the 
United States should never have entered 
the war, sought to defend the sinking 
of the Lusitania, there came*tries of 
“You're yellow.” Instantly there was 
confusion, but above the uproar the 
senator shouted: 

“Any man who says that in an au- 
dience like this is yellow himself. I'll 
take care of any man who interrupts 
me if you will give me a chance.” 

“What about the Lusitania?’ some- 
body shouted, and Governor Frazier, 
of North Dakota, the chairman, had 
much difficulty in quelling the disorder 
that ensued, 

vA passenger on a foreign ship car- 
rying munitions is technically in for- 
eign territory,” said Senator La Fol- 
lette when he could make himself 
heard. ‘‘The citizen who enters such a 
ship takes his life in his own hands. 
I believe that the American munition 
makers encouraged Americans to ride 
on such ships to give them semblance 
of protection. I was not in favor of 
beginning this war. We had no griev- 
ance. The German government had in- 
terfered with our rights to travel on 
the high seas—as passengers on muni- 
tion ships—of Great Britain. On these 
grievances, which were insignificant, 
considering the rights and consequences 
involved, we went to war. 

“We are now in the war and we have 
got to finance it.”

Text of Bernstorff Message. 

The Von Bernstorff message, dated 
January 22, follows: 

“I request authority to pay out up 
to $50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) in| 
order as on former occasions to influ- 
ence congress through the organization 
you know of, which can perhaps pre- | 


vent war. 

“Iam beginning in the meantime to | 
act accordingly. 

“In the above circumstances a publie | 
German declaration in favor of Ireland .

the support of Irish influence here.” 

This message was sent nine days be- 
fore thé German government pro- 
claimed its unrestricted submarine 
warfare. When he wrote it Count von 
Bernstorff was assuring the American 
Sovernment and press that under no 
circumstances would Germany violate 
her pledges of the Sussex case or d 
anything that might draw the Unite 
States into the list of her enemies. 
With the Lusitania and other cases in 
abeyance, the American government 
had made no move since the Sussex 
pledge and there was nothing on the 
surface to foreshadow impending 
trouble. 

Two weeks later, when Von’ Bern- 
storff was handed his passports, he 
professed ignorance of prior ‘knowl- 
edge ‘of his government's intentions to 
throw its promises to the winds.

CERMAN AIRMEN BOMB 
AMERICAN ENGINEERS 


No Hits Were Scored, But the 
Train Crew Took Refuge 
Under Engine. 


American Training Camp in France, 
September 21.—(By the Associated 
Press.)\—By day and by night the men 
of the American regiment of engineers 
which has taken over an important line 
of French strategic railways, are haul- 
ing tons upon tons of ammunition and 
otner supplies to the French army units 
operating against the Germans. The 
American regiment has been turned 
over aS a unit to the French and is get- 
ting all its supplies except clothing 
from the French government. The of- 
ficers and men entered upon the work 
with the greatest enthusiasm and they 
already have been under German bombs 
and machine gunfire from airplanes.

COTTON CROP ONLY 
HALF LAST YEAR’S 
IN S. W. GEORGIA 


Albany, Ga., September 21.—(Special.) 
The cotton crop of practically every 
county in southwestern Georkia this 
year will be just about 50 per cent of 
the production of 1916. This verifies 
the prediction of boll weevil experts 
and agricultural] agents who have been 
at work in the section for several years 
educating farmers in methods for suc- 
ceeding in spite of the cotton pest. 

In Dougherty county the receipts to 
dute are almost exactly half what they 
were to the corresponding date of last 
year. In Baker county 840 bales have 
been received, as compared with 1,550 
bales in 1916, and the total production 
in the county is expected to be about 
3,000 bales, as against 6,400 last year. 

The reduced yield of cotton is due 
less to what the boll weevil has done 
than to the cutting down of cotton 
acreage. There are hundreds of farm- 
ers in this section who planted no cot- 
ton at all this year, and others who put 


in not more than five acres to the plow. 
Not on farmer in a hundred planted 
as much cotton ag he did last year. 

But other crops have turned out well, 
and the farmer who is not in better 
Shape this fall than he has been in 
years is the exception. As a class, 
farmers of southwestern Georgia owe 
less money than they ever owed. They 
have met their obligations promptly, 
have comfortable balances in bank, and 
much of the season’s harvest is yet to 
be sold. Prices have been almost unpre- 
cedentedly high: for cotton and cotton 
seed, and peanuts, hay, live stock and 
grain will all be sold for record prices. 

As evidenec of conditions in this sec- 
tion just now, it is not unusual to see 
from the published statement of a bank 
with a paid-up capital of $50,000 and 
surplus of a like amount that it has 
cash in vault or on deposit with cor- 
respondent banks more than three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, which latter 
amount exceeds the total loans and 
discounts. Money is so plentiful that 
it gets in tne way in the banks.

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GERMANY’ S‘“‘INFLUENCE” FUND 
the state department of | 
Ambassador Count von 
his government 


Revelation by 
former German 
Bernstorff’s request from 
of authority to “pay out up to $50,000 in 
order, as on former occasions, to influence 
congress,” is fraught with a multitude of 
intensely interesting suggestions. 

It may be the letting of a very myste- 
rious cat out of the bag. 

It may possibly lead to a clarification 
of the atmosphere in bringing into the light | 
some of the reasons for the thinly-veiled | 


and very persistent pro-German sentiment 
that has been manifested in the halls ad, 


congress and elsewhere since our relations | 
with Germany first an ents | 
stage. 

It is significant that the ambassador’s | 
request—clearly for bribe money—was dated | 
January 22, 1917, just at a time when the 
United States was directly on the verge of | 
breaking relations with Berlin; but which | 
break did not occur until more than two | 
months later. 

Of special significance, too, is the ambas- 
sador’s phrase, “as on former occasions,” | 
indicating that the use of German money | 
with which to “influence” somebody was no | 
new game with Bernstorff. | 

The action and the tactics of the “little 
group of wilful men” both in and out of con- | 
gress, their obstructionary policies and their 
fiery anti-American, pro-German speeches, 
both in the halls of congress and outside, 
have been bewildering to the American | 
people. 

What has inspired and prompted their 
inexplicable conduct has been mystifying. 

Perhaps this astounding cablegram from 
Bernstorff to the Berlin foreign office may 
explain nfany things! 

At any rate, it is safe to presume that ! 
there are certain “influences,” both in and 
out of congress, who would feel much more 
comfortable today had the text of the Bern- 
storff dispatch not leaked out.

NOISES AND THE EAR. 


Officers at the head of marine corps re- 
cruiting in Washington, D. C., declare that 
the country youth is not able to hear so 
well as his city brother, according to a re- | 
cent official report, and that “only about | 
one in five of the former possess the auric- 
ular acuteness of the city-bred lad.” 

These deductions are based upon the pro- 
portionate number of country boys rejected 
by recruiting officers on account of defective 
hearing. 

This suggests an interesting problem for 
the scientists to grapple with, and until it 
is solved and satisfactory explanation given, 
one man’s opinion as to the cause of this 
inegmatic condition—providing, of course, 
that the official conclusions are correct— 
will be about as good as another’s. 

The marine corps records are all the 
more interesting to the layman because they | 
tend to upset a well-founded conclusion, as | 
old as auricular science: That constant in- 
tensified use of a sense tends to detract 
from its acuteness and render it incapable 
of recording the more delicate impressions. 
It has been generally believed, for e ple, 
that the continual jarring noises of the city 
have a tendency to dull the sensitiveness 
of the nerve centers, the principle being the | 
game as that by which boiler-makers, work: | 
ers in stamp-mills and among noisy machin- | 
ery, are commonly rendered “hard of hear- 
ing” by the continual bombardment to | 
which their ear-drums are subjected. | 

This reasoning, though, is not borne out | 
by the figures of the marine corps experts, | 
who believe that the quiet life of the coun- | 
try, comparatively free from noises, “has a| 
tendency to weaken, through disuse, the re- | 

| 
i 


sponsive nerves of the ear.” Science, too, 
points a multitude of parallels in nature 
where the sustained disuse of an organ 
gradually reduces its functionary power or 
eliminates it altogether. A notable example 


are the blind fishes in the dark pools of 
Mammoth Cave. 

To checkmate that contention, however, 
we have the example of the wild beasts and 
birds of the remote mountain fastnesses— 
where sounds, save those produced by them- 
selves, are exceedingly rare—whose sense of 
hearing is extremely acute, as are their 
senses of smell, sight and touch. 

So just what causes one class of Ameri- 


can youth to be less auricularly quick than | 


another must rest for the present in a haze 
of mystery; but Uncle Sam need lose no 
sleep over it, so long—as has been the case 
thus far—as none of the boys, urban nor 
rural, have demonstrated any inability to 
hear the call of their country, nor ificlina- 
tion to disbelieve their ears when they 
heard it.

“GUNNING” FOR GEORGIA. 


At no time in the history of the south 
has. there been a more urgent need for or- 
ganization of commercial interests than to- 
day; and with the coming of the post- 
bellum readjustments of business and trade 
in all lines, instead of diminishing, that 
need will become more and more intense. 

Especially is this true of this particular 
section—the southeast—and of Georgia, 
which are undergoing a process of almost 
unparalleled rejuvenation and agricultural, 
industrial and commercial development. 
And following the war the old order of trade 


hand commercial exchange will inevitably be 


subjected to radical revision. Old sources 
of commodity supplies will be no more, and 
new ones will have to be developed; old 
markets for exports will be no longer avail- 
able, and new ones will have to be devel- 
oped. There will be a vast amount of com- 
mercial pioneering to do. 

To assist in this work that will have to 
be done, and to insure its being done in a 
way most advantageous to each city, town 
or community, no better medium has ever 
been found nor plan devised than the local 
board of trade or chamber of commerce. 
“Co-operation’”—‘“each for all, all for each” 
—must be the principle according to which 
the business interests of the community 
must operate in order to attain the best re 
sults. Nothing else will succeed like It; 


'and therefore it behooves every city and 


every commercial center in Georgia to 
begin at once, while the conditions are 
favorable, to inject renewed life in its com- 
mercial organization, if it has one, and if 
not, to create one without unnecessary 
delay. 

The potential value of a commercial 
organization to a community is strikingly 
discussed by George Farley in the Septem- 
ber issue of “The Nation’s Business,” pub- 
lished by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, in which he says: 

“Today every town knows that its 
commercial organization can be made an 
institution of incalculable worth to the 
community, and to the nation. These 
associations supply the leadership nec- 
essary to the success of any civic move- 
ment. Their achievements, in fact, fre- 
quently measure the achievements of the 
community. The ideal organization 
(and that means the organization with 
the ideal secretary) does not shoot at 
random. When a factory Knocks at the 
door of a town the chamber of commerce 

make an industrial survey to ascer- 
whether or not the town needs or 
support such an industry, whether 

, material is available, whether there 

market for the output, whether the 
town has unemployed persons who will 
find work im the proposed plant, etc. 

On the other hand, the town may need 
new industries and none may offer. The 
chamber of commerce goes gunning, but 
it does so with discrimination. It estab- 
lishes, through a careful survey, just 
what is wanted, and it shoots straight 
for the mark, 

What would it mean to the country if 
such a policy were in general operation? 
It would mean that the industries of the 
nation would be located where they would 
be enabled to operate with the greatest 
efficiency and economy. It would mean 
that every advantage of natural re- 
sources, raw materials and fuel, had been 
seized upon; that markets had been stud- 
ied, transportation considered, labor sup- 
ply taken into account. Our industries 
would be, so far as location is concerned, 
in the beet position possible to meet the 
needs of the people, in peace and in war. 
The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is in 

the field, as the central state commercial 
organization, to be of whatever assistance 
any community may require in. perfecting 
its local organization; and it is anxious to 
be of such state-wide and community help. 
Furthermore, it stands ready to perform the 
functions, so far as it may, of a local cham- 
ber for any, community in which the organi- 
zation of such a body of its own is for any 
reason not practicable. 

It is, in other words, ready and anxious 
to “go gunning” to meet the commercial 
and business requirements of every town 
and community in Georgia. The success 
this organization has had recently in bring- 
ing the mineral resources of the state to 
public attention has encouraged it to reach 
out and enlarge its sphere of operations; 
and there is no reason why it should not 
bring results in other lines of industry com- 
mensurate with what it has done tor 
bauxite, mica and other minerals. 

The Georgia community which fails to 
take advantage of the opportunity that the 
state chamber extends, and which fails to 
co-operate and get into the “gunning” 
game, will be asleep upon its own best in- 
terests and the best interests of the state 
as a whole.

Famous Watering Place 
Target for Hun Shells 


21.—(Special.)— 
familiarly known as the 
“Queen of English Watering Places,” has 
had more than its share of bombardments 
during this war. It was one of the first of 
the unfortified British towns to feel the in- 
discriminate hail of German shells, its civil- 
ians being subjected to a bombardment in 
December, 1914.

The National seographic society's war 
geography bulletin on the famous resort 
describes it as a town of less than 490,000 
inhabitants, delightfully situated on a series 
of terraces resembling the tiers of an am- 
phitheater. Its two beautiful bays are di- 
vided by a lofty promontory waoich is crowned 
by a castle that dates back to the first half 
of the twelfth century. 

Scarborough lies forty-two miles by ral! 
northeast of York, and an equal distance al- 
most due north of Hull. London lies to the 
south of it a distance of 180 miles in an 
airline, and Ostend is more than 250 miles 
across the North sea to the southeast. 

The old castle of Scarborough is asso- 
ciated with the final tragic episode in the 
life of Piers Gaveston, the English courtier 
who created so great a turmoil during the 
reign of Edward II. The prime favorite of 
that sovereign, he assumed so arrogant an 
attitude toward the other nobles of the 
realm that they insisted upon his banish- 
ment. He was restored to favor on numerous 
occasions, however, and his perlods of ban- 
ishment were always brief. Finally, the 
barons, thoroughly incensed at him, sur- 
rounded him in this Scarborough castle where 
he had taken refuge. When he surrendered 
they took him to Blacklow hill, near War- 
wick, and there heheaded him. 

Scarborough was formerly famous for its 
jet manufacturers, and now enjoys a con- 
siderable coasting and fishing trade. It has 
beautiful promenades, marine drives and 
mineral springs which were once much pa- 
tronized before the sea-bathing became pop- 
ular.

Every boy at the age of twelve or thir- 
teen should know how to swim, because

The manly art threatens to be a lost art 
since the professional sport of pugilism is 
deservedly frowned down by the law. It is 
a very unfortunate thing for the race that 
the gentleman's game of boxing has been 
popularly confused with the professional 
Sport of pugilism. Prize fights for cash 
prizes, with bets on the side, belong with 
full fights, and no real lover of clean sport 
can deplore the passing of the professional 
pugilist. The fine art of boxing, however, 
only adds to a boy’s manliness and chivalry, 
gives him more ‘confidence in himself and 
teaches him the practical importance of tak- 
ing good care of his health and habits. 

Boxing, like swimming, ought to be a 
compulsory course of public school training, 
for all physically sound boys. 

Take a growing boy of twelve or thirteen 
who is threatening to develop all sorts of 
freak traits and get into no end of trouble 
thereby, and present him with a good 
punching bag, man sized, and a set of boxing 
gloves, and you have turned that boy’s iincli- 
nations into the right channel. Let him 
practice on his father, or brother, or if 
worse comes to worst, his athletic sister 
might try to show him a few pointe of the 
game. Presently he will be inviting. his 
chums in for a few rounds, inetead of 
swapping cigarettes with them out behind 
the barn, or hanging around the corner 
making friends with the degenerate street 
loafer. 

Here and there you will find what seems 
at first blush, but only at first blueh, an 
anomaly in the shape of a fighting parson, 
a clergyman who oe to be real handy 
with his ‘fins. “You can’t help admiring 
the man all the more for his prowess in 
that direction, and his character invariably 
reflects his physical capacity. 

Pending the rearrangement of our echool 
schedules, supply the boy with the neces- 
Sary apparatus and find someone who can 
impart to him the rudiments of self-defense.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. * 

Pyridine Cured His Asthma—But— 

If you wish to confer a great favor upon 
asthma sufferers, recommend pyridine. Pour 
a little in a saucer and sit alongside and 
breathe the vapor. I had asthma for twenty 
years, and it never failed to bring great re- 
lief to that dreadful oppression. I changed 
climate in 1893 and have not had an attack 
since. 

ANSWER—Pyridine has long been used 
for the relief of asthmatic attacks. It ie 
produced by the dry distillation of old bones, 
also in some tobacco smoke. If the heart 
is weak great caution must be employed 
when using the remedy. It often proves 
disappointing. 

Mole to Cancer. 

Is there any danger of a mole, not quite 
as .large.as a dime, on one’s skin turning 
to cancer? When I happen to strike it I 
find it becomes sensitive. (Miss P.) 

ANSWER—Yes. Sometimes such trifling 
lesions ultimately become malignant. Why 
not have it removed by your doctor, now a.

ALL ATLANTA INCLUDED 
IN THE FIVE-MILE ZONE 


As Result Federal Officers An- 
nounce Sweeping Campaign 
Against Vice in Hotels. 


Following a decision that. the five- 
mile zone around army reservations 
where soldiers of the United States are 
Stationed extends over the entire city, 
United States District Attorney Hooper 
Alexander Friday announced a cam- 
paign against disorderly houses and 
liquor sellers that is calculated to 
Sweep the city clean of vice. 

But not only against the women is 
the “mailed fist’ to be directed, but 
against the keepers of the places that 
are harboring them, and against the 
owners of houses offering them refuge. 
Special attention is to be given to 
hotels that are known to allow women 
to. pursue the practice of prostitution. 

As the first gun in the new cam- 
paign Mr. Alexander announced that 
before the week is out he will bring 
an indictment against one alleged no- 
torious hotels and that other indict- 
ments will follow in rapid succession 
unless the practice is discontinued at 
once. Government investigators are at 
work and a large amount of evidence 
is being gained from the women who 
have been inmates of hotels and dis- 
orderly houses. 

The five-mile zone that extends from 
Fort McPherson reaches to the neigh- 
borhood of Forrest avenue and the 
five-mile periphery which has for its 
center the Tech aviation school extends 
over practically the entire city. “We 
are determined to break up all houses 
where there is such disorder,” Mr. 
Alexander said Friday, “and we are go- 
ing after hotels tn Atlanta and after 
the owners of these hotels.” 

“We will have an indictment against 
at least one hotel before the week is 
out and others will very likely follow. 
Under the federal regulations disor- 
derly places are prohibited within a 
five-mile limit about Fort McPherson 
and the Tech aviation school and about 
Camp Gordon. This places under fea- 
eral jurisdiction Atlanta and a good 
deal of the surrounding territory. The 
grip of the law is going to be felt and 
felt heavily by violators of the regula- 
tions as soon as we can put the ma- 
chinery of the law in operation.” 

The district attorney is of the 
ion that property owners who have 
leased their hotels or houses will take 
care to see that no violations of the 
character under the government ban 
will take place and that vice in the 
city will soon come to an end.

This buy- 
ing was stimulated by reports of a 
much improved demand for spot cotton 
at higher prices among southern spot 
markets and by continued complaints 
of crop deterioration and a tendency to 
reduce’ crop estimates to about the level 
year’s yield. Much fresh buv- 
ine for tong account came in and out- 
interest taken in the staple was 
greater than on any previous session 
of the new season. 

The opening was at the advance and 
the market rose with only moderate 
setbacks until late in the day the most 
active months were 145 to 151 points 
above the level of yesterday’s last quo- 
tations The close was at a net rise 
of 141 to 148 points.

Demonstration at Experi- 
ment Station, Witnessed 
by Large Number, Proves 
_Stukenborg Invention Has 
Solved Problem. 


Griffin, Ga., September 21.—(Special.) 
Griffin and Spalding county people in 
large numbers today witnessed a 
thrilling sight at the Georgia expert- 
ment station when they saw for the 
first time cotton picked by a machine 
destined to revolutionize the cotton in- 
dustry, it is believed, and to be com- 
pared in importance with Whitney's 
cotton gin. 

The demonstration was in charge of 
Cliff Clay and a party from Americus,

The mechanical cotton picker is so 
simple that it can be operated by a 
child, and it will do the work of sev- 
eral men, far more easily and thorough- 
ly. After tWo weeks of demonstration 


u r the most severe tests and with 
all kinds of cotton on the plantation of 
Mrs. Mary B. Clay, 24 miles from Amer- 
icus, the cotton picker was Wednesday 
afternoon declared to be an unqualified 
success. 

The inventor of the wonderful cot- 
ton-picking machine is Carroll Stuken- 
borg, of Selma, Ala., who now lives in 
Chicago, a young man who has devoted 
fourteen years to the study of this ap- 
pliance and who has finally perfected 
it, only after the most persistent labor 
and the greatest discouragements. 

Associated with him is his brother, 
Fred Stukenborg, who has financed him 
the whole time, encouraged him and in- 
spirited him with the confidence that 
finally wins. 

The machine, under ordinary condi- 
tions, will pick forty pounds of cotton 
an hour, and the darkies seeing the 
wonderful feat performed by it looked 
on in wonder, thinking of the days 
when they will no longer receive 75 
cents a hundred for picking cotton by 
hand. 

It leaves the plant uninjured and at 
the same time removes every bit of cot- 
ton even more thoroughly than do hand 
pickers. 

It delivers the cotton into a wire 
basket, absolutely free of dirt, each 
seed separated though with the lint 
still attached and much of the moisture 
absorbed. 

Machine Pulled by Hand. 

The machine has a width of twenty- 
nine inches, just getting in between 
cotton rows. It stands on two wheels 
and is pulled by hand. The picking 
device is operated by a one-horse pow- 
er Mogul engine made by the Inter- 
national Harvester company. A half 
gallon of gasoline will operate the ma- 
chine ten hours. 

A hose six feet long extends from the 
fan. At the mouth of the hose is the 
picking device, which picks the cotton 
by friction of revolving brushes and 
convoys it to the fan and then into the 
basket by suctiOn. Once the cotton en- 
ters the picker it never returns and

Wegerly and N. A. Thiel, of Hammond, 
Ind., who will be general manager of 
the marmNvacturing plant, have been on 
the Clay plantation in Sumter county 
secretly testing out the picker.

The machine will be manufactured in 
the south, with Atlanta as headquar- 
ters. It will sell for $225. With two

The formation of the association was 
encouraged through the recent action 
of the Southern railway in granting 
milling-in-transit rates on velvet bean 
products so that the merchant or farm- 
er may ship the product to any mill 
and reship to any market at through 
rates of ,reight, which rates go into 
effect In Georgia, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama on October 165. 

Officers were elected as follows: W. 
(. Coker, of Greenville, Ala., president; 
George H. Craig, of Selma, vice pres!i- 
dent; John W. Simpson, of Montgomery, 
secretary. The executive committee con- 
sists of the above named officers and of 
A.C. Darlingg of Andalusia; l).S. Bran- 
don, of Dublin, Ga.; W. N. Maddox, of 
Easonville, and S. J. Cassels, of Mont- 
gzomery. 

The association was addressed by 
Richard M. Hobbie, food commissioner 
for Herbert C. Hoover, who declared 
that the milling and marketing or the 
velvet bean in the great cattle-feeding 
sections would materially aid in the 
conservation of beef cattle and dairy 
cows throughout the nation.
